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ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant's amendment of 9-26-05 has been fully considered. 

The terminal disclaimer has obviated the previous rejection of Obviousness-type Double 
Patenting, and thus, said rejection is withdrawn herein. 

The amended claim 1 has deleted "solvates", "carbonyl", "thiocarbonyl", and defined 
"heteroaryl", "carbocycle", and "heterocycle". Thus, the 1 12/2 nd rejection for those limitations 
has been obviated, and would be withdrawn. However, because claim 1 has been amended with 
many specific rings, it raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 

Also, applicant's argument has not overcome the rejections of 1 12/l st and 2 nd paragraph 
for the limitation of "affecting a neuronal activity". Thus, said rejections would still be 
maintained for claims 7-10. 

This application contains claims 5, 6, 1 1-40 and 49-51 which are drawn to an invention 
nonelected with traverse.
